As a city of art and culture Dresden is rich in magnificent sights - such as the well-known baroque Zwinger, the Frauenkirche and the Semper Opera. In the center it offers a unique 
blend of stunning architecture dating back into the Renaissance, the baroque period but also the 19th century. Most of the historic buildings house now world-famous art 
collections and are home of the traditional cultivation of music and fine arts. Besides this the city of Dresden is beautifully situated in the valley of the river Elbe, which is 
famous for its great natural beauty and for its wonderful palaces, villas, and vineyards. 

1 st Day 

Departure from Jena by bus at 8.00 am. 

After the arrival in Dresden at about 10.00 am a sightseeing-tour by bus gives a general impression of the city and is followed by a guided walk into the yard of the Zwinger and to 
the Theaterplatz to have a close look onto the famous historic buildings there. 

Afterwards the bus takes you to the Hotel Ibis, which is located in the heart of the city, for check in and lunch. After lunch there is a guided walking tour booked in the Semper 
Opera, which is one of the most renowned opera houses in the world named after its architect Gottfried Semper. It was built in the late 19th century in the style of the High 
Renaissance. 

In the early afternoon you leave the center by bus for Pillnitz Castle and Park. A guided tour will be offered, which will make you feel turned back into the 18th century, into the 
times of the building owner king "August the Strong" when Far-Eastern elegance was fashionable. The attractions are the palace buildings with their easternly styled roofs 
and decorations, an extensive park with a Dutch and a Chinese Garden, an English as well as Chinese Pavilion, an orangery and a conservatory. The Park is also famous for 
its botanical variety, especially for the camellia, which is more than 200 years old. 

A historic steam boat takes you back into the center of Dresden and you can relax and enjoy the beauty of the countryside. You will have an excellent view onto the castles, villas 
and palaces along the bank of the river and as well we will pass the famous bridge called "Blue Wonder". 

You reach Dresden after an hour. 

Dinnertakes place in the vaults of the traditional restaurant "Sophienkeller", where the waiters are dressed in the costumes of the 18th century. 

2nd Day 

After breakfast and check out there will be spare time to visit one of the famous museums, e.g. the Old Masters Painting Gallery or one of Europe’s greatest treasuries - the Green 
Vault, orto take a stroll through the center on your own. Lunch will take place in the city center and afterwards you depart for MeiBen. MeiBen is famous all over the world for its 
china. The manufacture of porcelain in MeiBen has a long tradition going back into the early 18th century. But MeiBen is also the cradle of Saxony - 

the town is more than 1000 years old. The Albrechtsburg, a remarkable Renaissance castle, was the residence of the margraves of MeiBen. Next to it is the Dorn, which was build 
between the 13th and 15th century. For some centuries it has been the burial-place of the dynasty of Wettin which ruled over Saxony from the 12th to the early 20th century 
MeiBen is also beautiful forthe picturesque city center, most of it dates backto the Renaissance. 

First you a visit to the porcelain manufactory to see how the china is produced, formed and decorated. Later in the afternoon you will visit the center of MeiBen. 

In the evening the bus takes you backto Jena.

Weimar - a day of classic 

The bus will bring you to Weimar, the European City of Culture in 1999. Our guide will show you the historical center in a two hours walking tour. During the tour you wll visit 
Goethe's and Schiller's house and Goethe's National Museum on the Frauenplan square. After the lunch at the Hotel Elephant you will have an sightseeing tour in the 
ResidenzschloB. In your free time in the afternoon you can walk to Goethe's Garden House in the 60-hectar landscape park on the river llm or you can try a delicious 
"Thuringer Bratwurst" - a special sausage roasted on a charcoal grill. The Bus will take you backto Jena.

Castles and wine tour 

In the morning you will visit the Dornburg Palaces with their wonderful rose gardens situated high above the River Saale on one of the Muschelkalk tiers characteristic for this 
area. Goethe came to Dornburg more than twenty times altogether and lived in the middle palace. You follow the river Saale to the historical town of Naumburg with its famous 
Cathedral of St. Peter and Paul. After a lunch break you pass the vineyards on the way to Freyburg/Unstrut. This is the most northern wine - growing region in Europe. There 
you visit the old castle Neuenburg with its Romanesque chapel. Finally, you will see how champagne and wine is produced on a winery tour at the famous Rotkappchen 
winery (including wine tasting). The bus will bring you backto Jena.

Castles and beer tour 

You will start the day with a sightseeing tour on the medieval castle Leuchtenburg in Kahla. This castle give you not only an impression on the medieval live of the knights but also 
a magnificent view on the country side south of Jena. Not far away - in Rudolstadt you visit the castle Heidecksburg, the residence of the Dukes of Schwarzburg - Rudolstadt. 
There you will see an outstanding collection of historical weapons. After a lunch break the bus will take you trough the Schwarzatal Valley to Bad Blankenburg and the village 
Watzdorf. In the small traditional German brewery you will see how real German beer is produced (including tasting, of course). The bus will bring you backto Jena.
